H E A R T B R O K EN FA M ILIES. 
P it t s b u r g h , Pa., Jan. 29.— Mr. II. C. 
Frieke, owner of Mammoth mine No. I, 
the scene of Tuesday’s terrible explo­ 
sion. has been in almost constant com­ 
munication with his representatives at 
the pit since Tuesday afternoon. 
Mr. 
Frieke says that there were in all 160 
men working in the mine at the time of 
the accident, nine of whom escaped, 
some of them being badly injured. The 
rest, 151 men, were either killed out­ 
right or suffocated by the terrible fire­ 
damp. 
Y o u n g w o o d , Pa., Jan. 29.—One hun­ 
dred and ten bodies had been taken out 
of the ill-fated Frieke Sc Co. mine at 
Mammoth up to 2 o’elock Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Of these fifty-three have 
been identified. 
One hundred coffins arrived from 
Pittsburgh Wednesday. 
No arrange­ 
ments have yet been made for the 
funerals. The victims will be buried 
by the company. 
Many of the unfort­ 
unates are Hungarians, and the bodies 
will be sent to Scottdale for interment. 
After the explosion the news of the 
awful fate of the scores of miners at 
work in the shaft spread rapidly among 
the mines and the miners’ homes. 
Within a short time the entrance 
to 
the 
shaft 
swarmed 
with 
an 
eager, 
anxious 
crowd 
of 
men, 
women 
and 
children, 
whom 
could 
only 
with 
be kept at a safe distance. 
As the 
bodies of the victims, mangled by the 
terrific force 
of the 
explosion 
or 
burned almost out of human sem­ 
blance, were brought up from the 
yawning depths the crowd of watchers 
pushed forward to Che mouth of the pit 
for one glimpse of recognition. Hearts 
of wives and mothers stood still in the 
fear that 
loved 
ones were amlong 
the 
dead. 
The more 
disinterested 
quailed before the scene. Tears coursed 
down bronzed and bearded cheeks and 
were dashed away by brawny hand*. 
The rescuing party proceeded with the 
grim task and the crowd of watchers 
silently looked on. 
When the first rescuing party reached 
the bottom of the shaft, one glance and 
the odor of the deadly fire-damp told 
the story. 
Death was stalking in the 
underground corridors. He had seized 
all he found there. The force of the 
explosion was visible on every hand. 
The coal wagons used in the mi^es 
were splintered to pieces in some ca&s, 
and in others several had been jammed 
together 
in

of *flat No. 4 thirty-five bodies were 
found, and fifteen were counted in one 
heap in flat No. 2. Ona man had both 
legs blown off. The body of a boy was 
found with a stick driven through his 
arm. 
This catastrophe, 
while 
involving 
more than five times the loss of life oc­ 
casioned by the Dunbar disaster, differs 
in m&ny respects from the latter. At 
Dunbar the explosion set fire to the 
mine and the shaft for days and weeks 
was a roaring furnace, adding horrors 
to the great fatality. 
In Tuesday’s oc­ 
currence this was not the case, and by 
the perfect working of the fan pure air 
was forced into the mine and the work 
of rescuing was permitted to begin at 
once. 
Never in the history of American coal 
mining has there been such an Unex­ 
pected accident with such a complete 
annihilation of all within its reach. 
The Mammoth mVne has been notable 
always as being particularly free from 
gas. 
Hundreds of safety-gauge lamps 
were provided for the miners by tlxe 
company, but they were never used, 
as they were regarded as unneces­ 
sary. 
In their stead the men wore the 
familiar 
little open-flame lamps on 
their 
hats—those 
small 
coffee-pot­ 
shaped affairs of tin which are fastened 
above the forehead in the headgear of 
the workmen, 
Before the explosion 
the mine boss put 
the night shift 
to work and found nothing to arouse 
his suspicion. 
Fire Boss Smith, who 
had worked in mines in Great Britain 
and this country for thirty years, made 
his usual careful inspection of all the 
rooms and headings at the customary 
time, between 2 and 3 o’clock in the 
morning. 
His duty was to enter every 
place where men worked and to m ark 
upon the wall of the room or head­ 
ing the sign of his approval—the fig­ 
ures of the day of the month. When 
the miners went to work Tuesday 
morning they looked for the indication 
of the visit of the fire boss and it was 
there. 
As the best indorsement of his 
belief in the safety of the mine, Smith 
remained an hour longer than asual 
with the men at work. 
His body waa 
found scattered in fragments for a hun­ 
dred feet. 


Introduced In B o th B ranches

elected. 
Mr. Partridge (Rep.) moved 
to strike out the preamble, which re­ 
flected severely on the present mem­ 
bers of the board. His 
amendment 
was lost. 
He then moved that the sec­ 
tion which provided for the cumulative 
system of voting in the election of 
such commissioners be stricken out. A 
long discussion took 
place on this 
amendment and Mr. Deaden 
(Rep.)

Ch ic a g o , Jan. 29.—The immense six- 
story building of the W estern Refriger­ 
ating Company at 223 to 229 Kinzie 
street was shaken to its foundations 
shortly after midnight by four terrific 
explosions, which came in rapid suc­ 
cession. Almost instantly the entire 
structure was in flames from top to 
bottom. The building and contents are 
owned by S. P. Baker Sc Co., who con­ 
duct one of the largest ice-manufact­ 
uring and cold-storage enterprises inChi- 
cago. The company will suffer a loss 
of $35,000 on the building and $65,000 on 
the stock.

. 
O m a h a , Neb.,

tional Farmers’ Alliance reconvened

to a committee the claims of Chi­ 
cago and Des Moines for the next 
convention, took up the amendment of 
the constitution. 
A lively discussion 
followed 
a 
proposal 
to 
exclude 
women from 
acting 
as 
d eleg ati, 
and 
it 
was 
finally 
voted down. 
Another 
amendment 
proposed 
to 
make all laboring men eligible to 
membership, and provoked a heated de­ 
bate, during which President Powers 
said that such an amendment would 
break up the organization. 
He said: 
“We want to carry the next elec­ 
tion, and if we extend qualifications 
beyond 
farmers 
the 
cities 
will 
take advantage of this point. 
New 
York City could send 
S I,OOO,OOO 
to 
Omaha to pay initiation fees, aud in a 
few months designing politicians would 
have enough men to join the order so 
j that Nebraska would be in the hands of 
the ring. The same would be true of 
other States. It would result in the capt­ 
ure of the National Alliance, body and 
soul. 
This movement started among 
farmers and should be kept there.” 
The amendment was* tabled by a large 
vote. The remainder of the morning 
was occupied 
in 
discussing minor 
changes, and a recess was afterward 
taken until 2 p. rn 
At 2 o’clock the report of the commit­ 
tee on resolutions was presented and 
was considered by paragraphs. Follow­ 
ing were adopted: 
“Bitolved, T hat we declare In favor of holding 
a convention on February 22, 1802, to fix the 
date and place for the holding of a convention 
to nom inate candidates for th e offices of Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President of the U nited States. 
W e declare th a t in the convention to be held on 
February 22, 1892, the representation shall be 
one delegate from each S tate in the Union. 
“T hat we favor the abolition of all N ations! 
banks and th a t surplus funds be loaned to In­ 
dividuals upon land security at a low rate of in­ 
terest. 
“T hat we ara unalterably In favor of the 
A ustralian ballot law. 
“T hat we dem and the foreclosure of m ort­ 
gages th a t the Government holds on railroads. 
“T hat we discountenance gambling In stocks 
and shares. 
‘T hat this is an adm inistration of th e peo­ 
ple, and in view of th a t fact the President and 
Vice-President of the U nited S tates should be 
elected by a popular vote instead of by an 
electoral college. 
‘T h a t as the farm ers of the U nited S tates 
largely outnum ber any other class of citizens 
they demand the passage of laws of reform, not 
as party m easures but for the good of govern­ 
ment. 
“T hat the Alliance shall take no p art as par­ 
tisans In political struggles, as affiliating w ith 
Republicans or Democrats. 
“T hat the N ational F arm ers’ Alliance de­ 
m ands th a t the Inter-State commerce law by 
so amended and enforced as to allow all rail­ 
roads reasonable income on money invested, 
and we dem and th a t m ortgages on the Union 
and C entral Pacific railroads be foreclosed at 
once and the roads be taken charge of by the 
G overnm ent and run la the Interest of the peo­ 
ple with a view to extending both these lines 
to tile E astern seaboard. 
T h a t we favor the free and unlim ited coin­ 
age of silver and th a t the volume of currency 
increased to ISO per capita. 
We further de- 
(hand that all paper money be plaoeddn an 
Q u ality w ith gold. 
“T h at we, as landow ners, pledge ourselves 
to dem and th a t the Government allow us to 
borrow money from th e U nited S tates a t the 
sam e rate of interest as do the banks. 
T hat all mortgages, bonds and shares of 
stock should be assessed a t a fair value. 
“T h at Senators of the U nited S tates shall be 
tftected by vote of the people. 
“That laws regarding the liquor traffic should 
be so amended as to prevent endangering the 
m orals of our children and destroying the use­ 
fulness of our citizens. 
“T hat we favor the passage of the Congei 
lard bill. 
‘T h a t we believe th a t women have the sam* 
rights as their husbands to hold property, and 
we are in sym pathy w ith any law th a t will girt 
our wives, sisters and daughters full represen­ 
tation a t the polls. 
“T hat our children should be educated foi 
honest labor and th a t agricultural colleges 
should be established in every State. 
•T h at we favor a liberal system for pension 
lng all survivors of the late w ar.” 
After the adoption of the resolutions 
a recess was taken until 7:30, at which 
hour a conference with the Farmers' 
M utual Benefit Association men from 
Illinois in reference to consolidating the 
organizations was 
begun. 
After a 
lengthy discussion it was decided that 
the two organizations could affiliate but 
not consolidate. The election of officers 
will be held at the morning session and 
adjournment will then be taken.

Senator Vest and Mr. Dates, a Demo­ 
cratic member of the very com m ittee 
which is investigating the silver pool. 
The part which Oates was to play was 
to secure a postponem ent of the m eet­ 
ing of the committee from .Saturday 
until after Tuesday, when the election 
of Don Cameron's successor would have 
occurred. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 29.—General H. 
V. Boynton testified before the silver- 
pool investigation com m ittee Wednes­ 
day th at he had sent the message to 
Mr. Dunnell, of the New York Times, 
on which a dispatch was based stating 
th at Dingley and 
Payne 
had 
said 
th at they 
would 
not 
have 
gone 
into the investigation if 
they 
had 
supposed th at such a revelation re­ 
garding Senator Cameron would be 
made. 
The witness said lie accepted 
full responsibility for it, though he 
would not him self have used just that 
language. 
General Boynton said that 
gentlem an of as good reputation as 
any man in tins city, who was here by 
summons of the committee, said to him 
th at being in the room he had heard— 
he wished particularly to say had not 
overheard’—a 
conversation between 
klr. Dingley and Mr. Payne. 
It was to 
the effect th at Mr. Dingley and Mr. 
Payne were talking in regard to the 
testim ony th at came out affecting Sen­ 
ator Cameron, and each was apparent­ 
ly explaining to the other th a t he 
had no knowledge or expectation th a t 
such testim ony was to come out, ex­ 
pressing surprise at the testim ony and 
practically apologizing to each other 
th at it had come out in the investiga­ 
tion. 
He therefore said Mr. Dunnell 
was justified in sending out the dis­ 
patch. 
General Boynton declined to 
give the name of his inform ant. 
Mr. Dingley suggested th at it wasn’t 
entirely possible th a t he m ight have 
said he regretted exceedingly th at any 
Congressman should have 
done any 
act which made it necessary th a t such 
facts should bo brought 
out. 
But 
that was 
very different from

statem ent th at the com m ittee would 
have kept the testim ony out or had 
purposely delayed it. 
T hat was totally 
untrue. 
As a m atter of fact, both he 
and Mr. Payne w anted to continue the 
hearing on Monday, but Mr. Oates 
wanted an adjournm ent. 
General Boynton then said th a t the 
day before the investigation began Mr. 
Stevens, who was in the same office 
, with him, received a message th a t it 
was the desire of the committee th at he

mony. 
The 
purpose 
of 
the com­ 
m ittee was to adjourn 
immediately 
after the conclusion of his testim ony 
until the next Wednesday, as it was 
understood that Senator Vest would 
not appear and give his testim ony in 
reference to Cameron until after the 
following Tuesday. 
W itness had heard 
the same thing two or three days be­ 
fore. 
T aking all these things together, 
he thought the conclusion reached very 
reasonable.

M assachusetts
